Jn figuring the cost of power 


purchased 
from SPA, the cost 


would have to include amortizing 
the $300,000 spent on a line and 
sub-station'; 
T h e 
costs, 
would 


amount to 0.3 mills for the year 
1858 and is estimated at 7-0 mills 
for the year 1002. Under the rule 
available from the Arkansas Pow- 
er & Light Company, the rale for 
1058 would .be 7.50 mills and is 
estimated at 7.8 mills for the year 
J002. The average cost ot power 
under the SPA contract for this 
period would bo 8.05 mills. The av- 
erage cost under the Arkansas 
Power & .Light rate would be 7.75 
mills. To each ot the figures would 
be added one mill per KWH, which 
is the estimated cost of maintain- 
ing the plant as a stand-by facility. 
Taking the lowest of these figures, 
the Arkansas Power & Light rate, 
and assuming the plant could main-

Havi/ig 
available an almost unlimited pdw- 
er supply would remove one of the 
problems of obtaining new indus- 
try. This is a factor that should 
be given weight when considering

After studying ajl of the various 


alternates during the past year, 
the Water & Light Commission 
employed the services of u consult- 
ing engineer to review all of the 
plans under consideration.
